Washington, April 3 (;P) — Al­ 
though agencies of the lumber code 
authority voted favorably today on 
the proposed suspension of the lum* 
ber code as a result of the govern­ 
ment’s dismissal of the Belcher vio­ 
lations case, members of the con 
trol committee pr^icted no formal 
action would be takiin for several 
days. 


The vote as reported by the com­ 
mittee today was SB agencies in 
favor of suspension. 80 against 
and 14 non-committal. Thirty-three 
agencies bad not replied to the re- 
que|t of authority oAclals for their 
vote.

April 3 — Practically 
all of the three-day session of the 
Michigan Educational association 
was spent In debate over the 
constitution. 0. K. Fisher, Hew- 
berry high school principal reports 
after attending the Grand Rapids 
meeting as 
representative 
from 
Luce county. The meeting, held in 
the Civic Auditorium, was of un­ 
usual Interest, and Mr. Fisher be­ 
lieves that some of the vital 
changes in the cons'itution will be 
of benefit to tlie teachers. 
The 
general thought behind tlie changes 
is a better cintinuity in the admin­ 
istration of‘the affairs of the as­ 
socia ion. Delegates for the repre- 
sentaive ai?senib y will hereafter be 
elected alternate years, one-half of 
thè membership each year, so that 
50 per cent ot each assembly will 
have had the experience of the for­ 
mer year. Also, the board of direc­ 
tors, consisting of twelve members, 
four will be elected each year to 
serve a •.hree-year term. 
The ex­ 
ecutive committee, which conductR 
the business of the association dur­ 
ing the year, Is elected 
by 
the 
board of directors, is comprised of 
three members, also serving stag­ 
gered terms. 


Organisation of smaller districts 
in place of ibe large regional plan 
which has been in effect hitherto 
will assure a better representation 
of the classroom teacher, and will 
place the county as the unit except­ 
ing where less than 101 teachers 
are In a county. In such cases two 
or three counties will unite to form 
a district. For Instance, Luce coun­ 
ty may combine with Mackinac and 
Chippewa. 
A committee of three 
will be appointed to arrange for 
the change from the old to the new 
organisation. The use of the secret 
ballot In selection of delegates and 
the use of the Hare system of rep­ 
resentation. It is believed, will as­ 
sure a minority voice In the affairs 
of the association. Each new dis­ 
trict will have one delegate 
for 
each 200 members. 
This will re­ 
duce the assembly about 50 per 
cent, cutting the membership to 
160. This will manage the affairs 
of the assembly quite as well as the 
larger, more bunglesome member­

Color­ 
ado, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, Kan­ 
sas, Michigan, 
Minnesota, 
Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska.

Dakota, 
Now York, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsyl­ 
vania. South Dakota, Wisconsin 
and Wyoming. 


Mr. Gasman said that the larg­ 
est delegations came 
from 
the 
drouth-stricken areas of Kansas, 
Colorado, Wyoming and the Da­ 
kotas, who were the hardest hit 
of any group of farmers.

said 
that 
in 
many 
places there had been no appre­ 
ciable crop for four years, and 
told how the wind 
had 
carried 
away the rich top soil and carried 
it away In dust clouds all over 
the country.

Opposition to the AAA relief
